hen Caleigh Haber’s doctors told her 
two weeks ago that she wasn’t a good 
candidate for a second double-lung 
transplant, she was left with two 
options: receive palliative care, pos- 
sibly on a beach somewhere, or continue to fight — fora 
second opinion, for alternative therapies, for her life. 

It took the 27-year-old with cystic fibrosis and her 
fiance, Bryan Takayama, a day to decide they weren’t 
ready to wave the white flag. 

“Caleigh looked at me and said, ‘Screw this, I’m not done 
fighting,’” said Takayama, 25, a central Ohio native and Ohio 
State University alum. “She’s been fighting her whole life and 
she told me, ‘Being home with you gives me reason to fight.’” 

The two, who live in San Francisco, made a to-do list: 
Contact doctors and hospitals out of state. Find ways to fund 
their fight. Create a nutritional regimen to improve Haber’s 
health enough to make her a candidate for transplant. 

The first item, however, that needed checked off? Get 
married. 

Last Saturday — the one-year anniversary of when 
they met — was supposed to be an engagement party to 
celebrate Takayama’s August proposal. 

Instead, generous vendors donated their services and, 
in less than a week, family members and friends planned 
a Pinterest- worthy wedding for 120 guests, none of 
whom left the ceremony with dry eyes.
